who assassinated King George of 
Greece on March 18 at Saloniki, killed 
himself this morning by flinging 
himself ont of a window of the police 
Station in that city. 

A few days ago the doctors exam- 
ined Schinas and announced that he 
was dying of tuberculosis. 

Schinas killed the King of Greece on 
March 18 in the main street of Saloniki, 
which the Greeks had captured but a 
short time previously. 

The assassin:was a Greek anarchisi 
who had followed the vigtorious army 
. northward. 

Schinas said that in 1911 he had 
“applied for assistance at the King’s 
Palace and had been driven away. 

The King was walking with his equer- 
ry, unguarded except for two soldiers 
who were half a square in the rear. 

As the King passed a doorway in 
which Schinas was hidden he stepped 
‘out and fired a revolver. The bullets 
caused death within a few moments. 


The King’s equerry captured the eg gt 


sassin and he was taken to _ prison. 
There he said that, knowing he must dic 
some time, he chose to die as a regecide 
and thus to “‘redeem” his own life.

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CHICAGO ELEVATED 
VOTED BY COUNCIL 


New Ordinance Is Drastic and Is 
Expected to End Strap- 
Hanging. 


MAYOR~ WILL SIGN BILL 


Assemblymen Adopt New Meas- 
ure, Providing Relief for Pub- 
lic, by Acclamation. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
CHICAGO, May 6.—Chicago today in- 


troduced a new era in its checkered 
traction career when the ordinance 
compelling the elevated lines to limit 
their carrying capacity to the number 
of seats in the cars was adopted last 
night by the City Council. The ordi- 
nance is one of the most drastic ever 
passed, and with the signature of 
Mayor Harrison, which was said to 


have been assured, will become effect- 
ive immediately. 

Although it includes steam cars, the 
ordinance was aimed directly at the ele- 
vated roads, which for several years 
have been carrying almost as many 
strap-hangers per car as seated passen- 
gers. It was passed unanimously and 
by acclamation. 

Companies Explain Position. 

In a statement forwarded to Alder- 
man Block, chairman of the Transporta- 
tion Committee of the Council, Henry 
A. Blair,’ Ira M. Cobe and Samuel In- 
sull, heads of the elevated companies, 
say: 

“The companies are as keenly alive 
as yourself to the necessity of giving 
their patrons the best service possible. 
They know that the commercial suc- 
cess of a transportation agency is more 
dependent upon this factor than upon 
any other. . 

“It is to be regretted that inquiry was 
not made by your committee concerning 
the intentions of the companies as re- 
gards through routing, for the bare ask- 
ing of the question would have disclosed 
the fact that the companies were not 
only willing to afford this relief, but

150 BELL TELEPHONE 
EMPLOYES ON STRIKE 


Maintenance Department Men 
Say Two Were Fired for 
Joining Electrical Union. 


One hundred and fifty employes of the 
maintenance and equipment departments 
of the Bell Telephone Co. went on a 
strike at 11 o’clock Tuesday, after their 
demands that two employes be rein- 
stated had been refused. The strike 
will not interfere with telephone serv- 
ice, officials say, but will delay the in- 
stallation of new telephones. 

The walkout follows the discharge of 
two men Monday in the maintenance de- 
partment who recently had joined the 
International Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers. Members of the union de- 
clared the men were dismissed because 
they had joined the union. 

At a meeting of the. union Monday 
night an ultimatum was prepared stat- 
ing that unless the men were reinstated 
by 11 o’clock Tuesday a strike of the 
union men would result. A committee 
presented the demands this morning, 
but no agreement was reached. 

Officials of the company said Tues- 
day that the men were discharged be- 
cause the work slackened after May 1! 
in the installation of telephones, and 
fewer workmen are needed.

Joy riding in city-owned automobiles 
will be a misdemeanor if the Municipal 
Assembly passes a bill which Comp- 
troller Player and Street Commissioner 
Talbert will submit, providing for the 
control of the municipal garage and 
the machines contained in it. 

The discovery that some machines 
have been used 15 and 17 hours at a 
time have caused the officials to wonder 
whether the city’s emploves were so 
zealous in their work as such long use 
of the motors would indicate. 

The garage is at Forest Park boule- 
vard and Vandeventer avenue. jt con- 
tains 29 automobiles belonging to’ the 
city and ifs;a pending appropriation bill 
passes the number wil] be increased 
to 40. Player proposes to create the of- 
fice of superintendent, to be filled by a 
man experienced in the automobile busi- 
ness. He will be required to keep a 
strict account of the ‘time of every 
rnachine and of the use of every gallon 
of gasoline.

Eight Policemen Injured in 
Pitched .Battle With Hundreds 
of ‘Italian Laborers. 


SYRACUSE, N. Y., May 6.—Twenty- 
five men, policemen and Italian strik- 
ers, were hurt in a pitched battle here 
today and the Mayor and Sheriff have 
decided on military rule. The revolv- 
ers of the police were matched against 
guns, stones and chubs of the strikers, 
Two of the strikers were mortally 
wounded. Eight policemen were hurt, 
four of whom are in the hospital suf- 
fering from wounds inflicted by bricks 
and stones. 

The riots, which. were the outcome of 
a laborers’ ‘and hod-carriers’ * strike, 
were fiercest in front of the Catholic 
Cathedral of the Immaculate Concep- 
tion, two blocks from the heart of the 
business section. There were riOts in 
several other parts of the city. 

All ambulances in the city rushed the 
wounded to the hospitals. Firemen 
speeded to the scene and powred ‘power- 
ful streams upon the strikers, driving 
them back. 

A call for the State militia was sent 
out at 11 o'clock. A crowd of ‘about 
20 Italians interfered with.the wor’. 
of construction at the First. Baptist 
Church and 6) policemen were sent 
the scene. They fired over the heads 
of the mob. This was the’ beginnings 
of the trouble. 

“ire Company No. 1 immediately was 
called and turned on the hose, drench- 
ing the mob. Sheriff Matthews and 
Chie? of Police Cadin rushed to the scene 
when the news was brought to their of- 
fices. 

Rioting was renewed shortly after 
noon and the Chief of. Police. sent all 
of his men out with Instructions’ that 
if they had to shoot they should shoot 
to kill. | 

Maj. J. B. Tuck announced after a 
conference with Chief Cadin that Com- 
pany C of the militia would be called 
out. 

The strike started a week ago. The 
men demand an increase of wages, but 
the contractors rejected the demand. 
The laborers, about 2500 in number, and 
nearly all Italians, have paraded the 
streets daily and have tried to induce 
other laborers to stop work.

AT THE CHICKENS 


George Thieme Also Alleged to 
Have Refused to Ride in Auto 
Father-in-Law Got 
Him. 


When Mrs. Elizabeth Thieme bought 
chickens for her husband, George E. 
Thieme, he cursed them and threw 
rocks at them, and when his father- 


in-law gave him an automobile he re- 
fused to ride in it, according to tes- 
timony on which Judge Rassieur 
granted a divorce to Mrs. Thieme 
Monday afternoon. 

Mrs. Thieme also testified that 
Thieme nagged at her, failed to sup- 
port her and compelled her to earn 
her living by painting china. She 
alleged also that he refused to sit at 
the same table wilth her friends when 
they visited her. 

The couple lived at the home of Mrs. 
Thieme’s father, Joseph F. Schenk, 2630 
Arkansas avenue, a wall paper dealer. 
Schenk testified that he required his 
son-in-law to pay only $8 a week board 
for himself and wife and they had the 
best room in the house. Schenk de- 
clared he did everything he could to 
make Thieme’s stay pleasant. 

“He wanted to keep chickens,” said 
he witness, “and we got a pen of 
chickens for him. Then, when he lost 
bis temper, as was often the case, he 
would go out in the yard and swear 
at the chickens and if he could not 
make them do as he wanted he would 
throw bricks and other articles at them. 
He crippled several so badly we had 
to kill them to put them out of mis- 
ery,’”’ 

Schenk said he also bought an auto- 
mobile to please his son-in-law, but 
the latter did not appreciate it, refus- 
ing to join the family on rides. Thieme, 
who was in court asking for divorce 
and custody of a child, Ruth, on a 
cross-bill, explained to Judge Rassieur 
that the reason he refused to go riding 
in the Schenk machine was because 
Mrs. Thieme called him such names as 
“lop,” “ape’’ and “a hound,” and would 
say, in derision of his attire, to ‘“‘take 
the tramp into the macbjpe and give 
him a ride.’’ 

Thieme denied that he was quarrel- 
some or that he had mistreated his wife 
except on one occasion. This, he said, 
was when he slapped her on her knee 
because she deceived him as to what she 
was going to do, telling him, he said, 
that she was going walking, but instead 
went to a picture show. He said that 
their trouble started after the birth of 
their child. Since that time, he said, 
Mrs. Thieme would tell him to take his 
clothes and get out, as she would not 
permit him to be happy as long as he 
remained with her. He denied that he 
did not properly support her. 

They were married April 19, 1909, and 
separated July 8 last. He is foreman 
of a department in a wholesale dry 
goods house and lives at Ferguson, Mo.

The St. Loulg Pure Milk Commission 
ls not operated as a charity. If the 
applicants for pure milk are able to 
pay, they are charged one cent per bot- 
tle for the small size, 2 cents for the 
larger sige, and 3 cents for what are 
known as “whole-milk” sizes. A de- 
posit of 2 cents is required for each bot- 
tle taken, this being returned when the 
bottle is brought back. 
Thus, while the babies of destitute 
parents are supplied with pure milk free 
of charge, such persons as are able to 
pay a nominal price are expected to 
do so. The St. Louis Pure Milk Com- 
mission could not be operated on this 
basis without the aid of generous con- 
tributions. 
Secretary Herbert E. Mortland of the 
St. Louis Pure Milk Commission writes 
to the Post-Dispatch that now, at the 
very beginning of ifs arduous suinmer 
work, the commission is sorely in need 
of help. 
“The balance on hand Feb, 14,” he 
announces, ‘‘was $1518.02, and at present 
fhis sum has been exhausted and there 
ia not énough money in the treasury 
to meet our bills. You will note from 
our report that we fed over 950 individual 
babies in the past year, which was a 
large number, considering the moderate 
summer that we had. From the present 
indications, the way applicants are com- 
ing in, we are going to have one of 
the largest years, if not the largest, in 
the history of the commission. I am 
enclosing you a copy of the last annual 
statement and a list of the Pure Milk 
Stations. The commission will more 
than appreciate any services which the 
Post-Dispatch will render them this 
coming summer.”’

Lieutenant Who Went With Party 
to. Find -Explorer Tells How 
Bower: Were Found.

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, May 6.—-Ex- 
haustion and not starvation was the 
cause of the death of Capt. Seett and 
the men who died with him. on his 
way back from ‘the “South ‘Pole, ac- 
cording to Lieut. Gran,.a member of 
the supporting party, which found 
the bodies of the party in the frozen 
Antarctic. Lieut. Gran stopped off in 
this city today for a féw hours on 
his way to London.

“When we came 
up to the tent in which the bodies 
were, all was silent, The snow had 
drifteq about the tent, and something 
seemed to/tell’ us that the end for 
them had come. “AH ‘about us were 
desolate wastes of smow and ite an 
a chill come over our’ hearts.

approached the tent first and lifted 
the flap. We followed,. expecting the 
worst and formed in a little group 
about the mouth of the tent. Capt. 
Scott lay on his back as if asleep, 
but outside of his sleeping bag. The 
bodies of Dr. Wlison and Lieut. Bowers 
were in thelr sleeping bags and it was 
apparent that they had been carefully 
wrapped up by Capt. Scott, who evi- 
dently was the last to die. 

“Lieut. Bowers lay on his side, exact- 
ly as if he were asleep. Dr. Wilson was 
sitting in a half-reclining position, his 
back against the inside of the tent, fac- 
ing us as we entered. On his features 
were the traces of a faint smile, and he 
looked exactly as if he-were about to 
awaken from a sound sleep. I had often 
seen the same look on-his face in the 
morning as he awakened, as he was of a 
most cheerful disposition. The look 
struck us to the heart and we all stood 
silent in the presence of this death.

The business that 
runs counter to the common interest has odds 
fagainst it too heavy for any one man to carry. 
Organized burglary legitimated by statute and 
protected by the police might succeed—indeed it 
has in some instances. But the _ single-handed 
burglar is pitted against the overwhelming forces 
of the entire social, commercial, civil and govern- 
mental system.

As time passes, the contempt proceedings 
against Samuel Gompers and others growing out 
of the boycott of the Bucks Stove and Range 
Co. five years ago, take on the appearance of 
judicial persecution. 

‘In December, 1908, Gompers and his associates 
were summarily adjudged guilty of contempt and 
sentenced to imprisonment by the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia. The decree as en- 
téred by Justice Daniel Thew Wright carried 
anger and resentment in every line of it. On ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court of the United States 
the judgment was reversed in May, 1911, by an 
unanimous decision on the ground that if there 
was cause for action at all it should have been 
by civil and not criminal] proceedings. 

Without heeding this rebuke the District Court 
in June, 1912, again arraigned the defendants 
und again found them guilty, imposing jail sen- 
tences. This verdict is now affirmed by the 
Court of Appeals of the District of Columbia 
which reduces Gompers’ penalty to imprisonment 
for 30 days and imposes fines only in the cases 
of his associates. Thus while punishments dre 
lightened they are nevertheless inflicted upon 
the old theory of criminality which the highest 
court in the land has disavowed and repudiated. 

It is not possible to indorse the acts and words 
of Gompers, Mitchell and Morrison in this con- 
troversy, but the courts of the District of Co- 
lumbia are even more in error. They are not 
dealing appropriately with citizens who are in 
the wrong. They are carrying on a personal feud 
which has already received a most impressive 
rebuke. They are judicial] last ditchers, who are 
introducing reprisal into what they call the ad- 
ministration of justice.

The penalty prescribed for the violation of the 
anti-combine provision of the charter is the 
immediate forfeiture, without legal proceedings, 
of the privilege granted and of the bridge prop- 
erty to the United States. 

The Merchants’ Bridge, with its only competi- 
tors, the Eads Bridge and the Wiggins Ferry, has 
been for years under the control and manage- 
ment of one corporation—the St. Louis Terminal 
Raiiway Association—and before the monopoly 
for the control of the bridges and ferry was or- 
ganized, the earnings of the two bridges were 
pooled. 

The United States Supreme Court found that 
the bridges were controlled by one corporation 
for the purposes of monopoly; it denounced the 
corporation for monopoly practices and charges. 

The bridge combine was guilty of a double vio- 
lation. It violated the specific act of Congress 
chartering the bridge for thé purpose of defeating 
the intent of the charter and of violating the 
Sherman anti-trust law. ; 

No stronger case of law violation in both 
intent and letter could be made against a cor- 
poration. Its own action in the face of the spe- 
cific penalty makes argument superfluous. 

If the anti-monopoly pledges of the Democratic 
administration mean anything, they mean that a 
corporation which so flagrantly and defiantly 
violates the specific prohibition of its Congres- 
sional charter in order to violate the anti-mo- 
nopoly law, must be punished. If the specific 
penalty provided for the violation of this charter 
is not enforced acts of Congress are farces. 

The new freedom of business which the Wil- 
son administration promises is an empty phrase 
if such clearly fixed guilt for an illegal attack 
upon it escapes the specified punishment.

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THE MOUTHS OF GIFT HORSES. 

Attacking in Congress Monday the proposed 
$100,000,000 Rockefeller Foundation, Senator 
Works of California submitted printed remarks 
or. the general subject of tainted money. The ef- 
forts of rapacity to buy favorable consideration 
from the public through gifts of ill-gotten wealth 
to worthy purposes. command little sympathy 
from Mr. Works. He thinks a dangerous influence 
may thereby be introduced into education and 
philanthropy. Particularly does he object to char- 
ity becoming a receiver of stolen goods in accept- 
ing endowments of money obtained by methods 
that are opprobrious because of unfairness or 
other reason. 

On the same day, protests were printed from 
Alumnus James 8. Garrison of Minneapolis, Har- 
vard, ’66, against a $250,000 bequest from George 
Smith, formerly of St. Louis, who accumulated 
the money in the bucketshop business. The gift 
is to be used in building three Harvard dormi- 
tories to be named after Smith himself, who “dis- 
graced” the university while a student there and 
afterward, according to Mr. Garrison, and after 
Smith’s foster parents, whom he treated with in- 
gratitude and unkindness in life. 

The disposition of the American people to .ook 
the gift horse in the mouth is increasing rather 
than diminishing, especially when fhere is grave 
doubt as to tne way title to the animal was ac- 
quired and rumors of an unlocked stable door 
somewhere are current. One does not have to fol- 
low the Works logic to a ridiculous extreme to 
pronounce it a most hopeful tendency. Reputa- 
tion is among the fine things it should be beyond 
the power of money to buy. The ideals of the 
country will sadly deteriorate when the doctrine 
is accepted that the laudable ends to which money 
of Dives may be devoted sanctifies the question- 
able means by which it has been acquired. 
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A GOOD MAN WASTED. 
“Frenchy” Rooney, the burglar who boasts

I have been a professional criminal since I 
was fourteen years old.

THE CRISIS IN MONGOLIA, 
From the Springfield Republican, 

The advent of spring renews the criss 
in Mongolia, which has been postponed 
by the inaccessibility of the region in 
winter. Late in the fall there was talk 
of a Chinese expeditionary force to put 
down the sedition which Russia had fo- 
mented, but at that season the invasion 
would hardly have been feasible even if 
the army had been ready and the war 
chest filled. In the heart of Mongolia, 
and between China and the region ear- 
marked by Russia, lies the formidable 
Gobi desert, not too easy foran army at 
any season, and in winter frozen tight 
and swept by icy blasts. With the 
spring it will be seen what China will 
attempt. Thé dispatch by Russia a 
fortnight ago of the Twenty-seventh 
regiment of East Siberian rifles to Urga, 
the capital of Outer Mongolia, indicates 
that Russia, having bribed the chiefs to 
revolt against Chinese rule, is now pre- 
paring for the next act In the comedy 
of annexation as it is played on the 
highly civilized and moral modern stage. 

Even if the two nations were equal in 
power, China is at a disadvantage be- 
cause of the Gobi barrier, and Outer 
Mongolia may as well be crossed off the 
list of imperial possessions. Whether 
Japan is ready for a similar and com- 
pensatory move in Manchuria remains 
to be seen, and it is Only a matter of 
time when England, having taken Tibet 
from China, will be compelled to annex 
it herself. The United States is well 
out of that galley. 
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GERMANY’S WAR UPON NOISE. 
From the Outlook. 

The laws governing noises in Germany 
are severe. For instance, according to 
the German criminal code, ‘““Whoever, in 
defiance of law and order, shall cause a 
disturbance of the peace or perpetuate 
a public nuisance is punishable by a 
fine up to 150 marks ($35.70), or confine- 
ment.’” The law, as interpreted by the 
courts, does not apply when an individ- 
ual or a small group of persons is dis- 
turbed by noises, but only when the pub- 
ile in general ig disturbed. 

The term “public in general” is, how- 
ever, construed to apply to a number of 
families living in the same house, or to 
pupils assembled in a public school. If 
they are disturbed by a barking dog or 
cackling fowl, the owner of the dog or 
fowl is Mable under the law. 

The Berlin street ordinances prohibit 
the playing of music or the crying of 
wares by hucksters or newspaper vetid- 
ers in the streets, unless permission is 
first obtained from the police officials, 
and prohibit the transportation of all 
articles, such as sheet fron, chains and 
other metal objects, Mable to make A 
noise, unless packed so as to be nolse- 
less. 

But the new ordinances now coming 
into force are severer stfll.

RAISE BEEF PRICE, 
LOBBYIST ARGUES 


Secretary of Growers’ Associa- 
tion Says Number of Sheep 
Raised Will Be Cut. 


By Wire From the Washington Bu- 
reau of the Post-Dispatch. 


WASHINGTON, May 6.—The wool 
lobby in Washington, which is in charge 
of Dr. W. 8S. McClure of Salt Lake City, 
secretary of the National Wool Growers’ 
Association, has about given up the fight 
for a retention of the duty on wool. The 
action of the House in adopting the rec- 
ommendation of Chairman Underwood 
and the members of the Ways and 
Means Committee, that wool should go 
on the free list, was a staggering blow 
to the lobby, and it is not hopeful of 
any better treatment in the Senate. In 
his fight before Congress Dr. McClure 
has been assisted by Frederick Ellen- 
wood of Colorado, president of the State 
Wool Growers’ Association, and by S. 
M. Cleaver of Delaware, O. All three 
have been in Washington since the be- 
ginning of the tariff discussion. 

In arguing for a duty on wool ag the 
representative of the sheep raisers of 
the country, Dr. McClure went before 
the Ways and Means Committee and 
said the sheep raisers were willing that 
the duty on wool should be reduced, but 
that, in no circumstances could their in- 
dustry survive if wool was placed on the 
free list. 


Willing to Take a Cut. 
“We were willing that the duty should 


be fixed as low as 30 per cent ad valorem 
instead of the present rate of 650 per 
cent,’’ said McClure. “With this reduc- 
tion the raisers of sheep in this country 
would be protected and their industry 
would not be crushed.”’ 

He argued that the price of clothes 
will not be reduced as a result of put- 
ting wool on the free list. 

“It takes at least nine pounds of wool 
to make a suit of clothes,” he argued. 
“On an all-wool suit the wool grower 
of this country receives on an average 
of $1.75 for his product which goes into 
the manufacture of the cloth. This is 
the price he now receives with the tariff 
as high as it is on the importations of 
wool. Free wool may perhaps prove of 
benefit to the manufacturers, the jobber 
and the retailer, but it cannot possibly 
prove of any -.benefit to the ultimate con- 
sumer. It will not reduce the price of a 
suft of clothes a single penny.” 

Wool! Men’s Argument. 

Dr. McClure likewise predicts that the 
price of beef in this country will go 
up as a result of free wool. Here is 
the way he figures: 

“There are 610,000 men engaged in the 
sheep-growing business in this cqun- 
try. Over $200,000,000 is invested in 
this industry. Last year there were 
17,000,000 sheep slaughtered, which repre- 
sented 800,000,000 pounds of dressed mut- 
ton. More mutton was sold in this 
country last year than in any other 
on the face of the globe, with the ex- 
ception of Great Britain. The price 
of beef, although high, has been held 
Gown by the supply.of mutton. Free 
wool means a reduction of at least §& 
per cent in the number of sheep raised 
on the ranches of the country.”

Should Stovall meet with the extreme 
penalty it is Criger who is next in line 
of succession to the management of the 
team.

CHANGE 10 LAND 
BATTING HONORS 


Speaker, Jackson and 
Lajoie Have Good Start on 
the ‘‘Peach.”’ 


By Clarence F. Lloyd. 


T. Raymond Cobb must hurry if he 
expects to head off Joe Jackson in their 
race for batting honors this season. Al- 
though Shoeless Joe has participated in 
three times as many games as the Peach 
to date, he owns a much healthier swat 
mark. And he also has a big edge over 
the Tiger in extra base hitting. 
Although Cobb had probably as much 
preliminary training as any big leaguer 
this spring, he has failed to perform 
his wonderful feats since rejoining the 
Jungaleers. He has hit almost as well 
as in former years, but his performance 
is not of the real Ty Cobb brand. 
Tyrus has been in six games, to bat 24 
times, and has poled nine blows for a 
.875 mark. Against this, Jackson has 
been in 18 games, been up 64 times and 
slammed out 25 hits. 

Cobb Is Not Slugging. 
The strange feature of Cobb’s work has 
been his failure to slap out an extra 
base hit fn his 24 times at bat. And he 
has crossed the rubber but once in the 
six. He has also pilfered but one base. 
Thirteen of Jackson’s 25 hits have been 
for extra bases. That means that Joe 
has a lead of that many extra base 
pokes over Tyrus. His long blows have 
been divided as follows: Two-base hits, 
6; three-base hits, 7. 


Jacksen Not Stealing. 
Although one of the fastest men in the 
league, Jackson has stolen but three bases 
in 18 games. That this player doesn’t 
pilfer more sacks is a mystery to many 
who watch him speed about once he gets 
started.
